We reproduced a week ago the verbatim 
report of a speech delivered by Mr. Banrour 
to a deputation representative of British 
shipowners who sought information as to 
the intentions of the.

While 
ready. to accept the brave words of: the 
Prime Minister that the expressed deter- 
mination of the Government to uphold the

Most extraordinary 
of all is the farther reason given by the 
Court for its finding, viz, - “that tbe 
vessel had earried contraband on her 
outward voyage.” The British Foreign 
‘Office way supplied by the owner of the 
ship with conclusive evidence that . the 
destination of the ship and her cargo’ was 
Singapore. A copy of the ‘bill of lading 
and charter-party’ were, amongst the ship’s 
papers examined by the  Prize,.Court, and 
despite this testimony. the ship within a 
fortnight of her seizure was condemned, 
We aro face to face therefore with the fact 
that, ignoring the indefensible excuse thr; 


the ship was' taking the westera rather than 
the seldom-used eastern route, the Prize 
Court, notwithstanding the British protest 
agnitst. coal being declared all 
circumstances contraband of war, confiscates 
ship and cargo, aud moreover advanced the 
unprecedented claim that the ship having 
previously carried coal to the. enemy’s

country justifies her condemnation, . 
Holding such views as it has repeatedly 
declared on the subject of contraband, one 
would natarally think this a case in which 
the Government would have heen. quick to 
take action. . [t is almost incredible to find 


that down to the 16th of August, the British | 


Foreign Office had not become ‘ officially 
aware” that the fact of the tessel having 
carried coal on the outward voyage wus 
considered. by thé Priza Court (on Ju ne 
27th) to constitute one of the grou nds for 
her condemnation, The owner of the ship, 
had long before made, the newspaper read- 


ing public aware of the fact, and he scems 
to.have’kept the Foreign Office well posted 
with ull information relating to the CASE. 
Moreover, on July 27th the British Ministorat 
St. Petersburg communicated to the Foreign’ 
Office the fact that’ he had received ‘a note 
from tho Russian Government ‘stating 
that the Allunfon was condemned - for 
carrying a full cargo of contraband to the 
enemy: and for the undoubted active 
participation of the: owner of the vessel in 
the conveyance by steamer of contraband.” 
This statement, it will be “seen, is: based 
solely on the facts that before the outbreak 
of war the steamer left England. with a 
cargo of coal which was défivered in Japan 
after the war had commenced, and that 
when captured she was cartying a cargo of 
coal to a British firm at Singapore. ‘The 
Foreign Office with the whold of: the facts 
in its possession had done nothing in. the 
matter down to the end of August; not even 
so much’ as’ telegraphed for that official 
knowledge which it lacked of a decision 
rendered on June 27th involving a grievous | 
loss to one British shipowner and disturbance 
and Joss of a less direct character to the 
whole shipping industry of Great Britain.

[Men and Women ‘of the Time” gives the 
following dotails of the career of the doveased 
statesman. 

Harcouxt, The RightHon. Sir William Goorge 
Granville Venables Vernon, M.P., P.C., second 
son ‘of tho Rev. William Vernon Harcourt, ond 
grandson of a former Archbishop of York, born: 
Oct, 14, 1827, was educated at Trinity College, 
Cambridge, of which ho was a -scholar, and 
graduated in high honours in 1851. He.was 
called to the Bar at the Innor Tomple in 1854, 
and went the Homo circuit, “He unsuccessfully 
contested the Kirkealdy burghsin 1858, Mr, 
Harcourt was appointed a Queen's Councel in 
1866 ; and was returned to the House of Com- 
mons for the city of Oxford in’ the Liberal 
interest in 1868, Ho was olected Professor of 
International Law in the University of Cam- 
bridge, March 2, 1869 ; and he was a member of 
the Royal Commission for amonding the 
Noutyality’ Laws; and of the Royal , Com- 
mission for amending the Naturalization | 
Laws. He was appointed Solicitor-General 
in Nov., 1873, on which oceasion he was 
knighted, und he held that office until the Te. 
signation of Mr. Gladstono’s administration 
in tho following February. When Mr, Glad- 
stone retuned to power in Moy, 1880, Sir W. 
Horcourt was nominated Secretary of State 
for the Home Department. On his going 
down to Oxford for re-election on that occasion 
he was defeated, polling only 2,681 votes agains’ 
2.735 recorded in favour of his Conservative 
antagonist Mx..A. W..Ha'l: At this juncture 
Mr, Plimsoll, M.P. for ‘Derby, very generously 
accepted .the Chiltern ‘Hundreds,: whereupon 
Sir W. Harcourt was elected ‘ono. of the 
ropresentatives of that porough in his: stead, 
Bir W, Harcourt was presented with the freedom 
of tho city of. Glasgow, Oct, 25, 1881. He 
wot out of office with his party in June, 1885; 
but on the return of tho Liberals to, power in 
Jan; 1886, he was made Chancellor of the 
Bxchequer.

RELEASE OF PRISONERS. 

An undated despatch fromDhassa, via Gyantse, 
September 15th, says:— .' 

One of tho most satisfactory fortures of our 
presitica ai Lhassa is the release of political 
prisonors who haye been imprisoned on account 
of assistance rendered to British and Japanese 
subjects. We have discovered that there is 
a soeret tribunal and inquisition at Lhassa 
appointed by the National Arsembly to try 
politienl offenders, who are subjected to un 
ordeal by torture as in the. Middle Apes. 
It is well” known that. on the roturn of 
tho Benguli explorcr, Sarat Chandra Day 
to India in 1883 a laxge number of Tibetans 
were punished for ‘affording him hospitality, 
and assistance. Chandra Das’s .. patron, 
the minister of the Tashi Lama, was banished; 
the head lama of Dongtse Monastery, who eu- 
tortained him, was removed to Konghbu. and 
thore thrown into the river; and numerous others 
awere.punished in different’ parts of the coun- 
‘try, many of whom have been relessed through 
our influence. The only two offenders known 
to be imprisoned at Lhassa in connection with 
Chandra Das have been set free. These wore 
the, steward of Phalo Estate, where Chandra 


“Das stayed neur Dongtse, and his son. The 


old’ man was bronght into durbay, weak and 
tottering, his chains having been removed from 
his Limbs that morning for the first time in 
twenty yoors. Ho came in, beaming with 
happiness aud blinking at the unaccountable 
light like a blind man whose sight had heen 
miruculously restored. ‘Hé ‘and his son, if, not 
too weak, will accompany us ou the return 
march for Gyantse.. At the vune time wor 
released two mon imprisoned in connection with 
Kawaguchi, the Jupunese traveller who visited 
Lhassa in the disguise of a Chinese pilgrini and 
resided at Sera Monastery. © On his arrival in 
India his identity was discovered and the lama 
who was his teacher at Sera was imprisoned 
and cruslly beaten, and a Bhutia trader from 
Dorjecling who had befriended him.. Those 
men looked bowed down and broken, ‘and are 
ontirely destitute, They will accompany us to 
Gyantse. |. ; 

The restitation to liberty of thesa wretched 
anen. is in itself sufficient to justify our advance 
to Lhassa. The sume morning we formally 
yeleaged the Tibetun ‘prisoners, seventy-six wild, 
long-haired men, with ornamontal charms to 
which they still attribute efficacy, They were 
on wimartial-looking crowd, and simple and 
honest in appearance, more pleasing than the 
common dograded_type of monk of the Lhassa 
monasteries, Each was given Rs.:5 for their 
journey and. wont off, wildly delighted,’ chuck- 
ling, and bobbing to every Englishman they 
saw ;.and no doubt they will carry the story 
of our humanity and kindnoss to the fur distant 
corners of Tibet. i

RUSSIAN: FLEET. 


ADMIRAL ALEXIEFY'S REPORT. 
The Emperor of Russias has received the 
following telegram, dated the 1th ult., from 
Admiral Aloxieff — ae ‘ 
_ I submit: to your Majesty tho report of the 
communder of the cruiser squadron, who return- 
ed on the ith inst, to Viadivostock with the 
ernisers Rosaiyd and Gromovoi: | : 


« At holt-past four on the morning of the T-th, | 


just) as day was breaking. I-approuched | the 
parallel of: Fusin with the cruisors Rurih, 
fosstua, and Gromovoi, under full steam. Forty- 
two miles from Puson, and thirty-six miles from 
the northern Lightship of Tsushima Islond, I 
turned westwards, 

“We soon percsived ahend of us to our right,, 
about eight miles to the north, a! Japanese 
squadron of armodved cruisers, which was hold- 
ing'a parallel course with us. It consixted of 
four vessels of the. Iwate type. We veered to 


'the loft, and, steaming at full” speed, mudo a 


course to tho north-east, with the object of 
reaching the open sea. , 

“The enemy, who bad the advantage in 
steuming power, turned immediately and held a 
parallel course, forcing mo: to accept bittle. 

“The. fight hogan at five. o'clock in the 
morning at a distancd of more than sixty cuble 
longths (12,00) yard). Shortly afterwards a 
second-class cruiser of the Nuniwa’ type was 
seon approaching from the southern straits to 
rojoin tho enemy, Observing my intention, to 
make for the opon sea towards tho north-cast, 
the cruiser shaped its course in onr direction, 
and thus prevented the execution of our 
munmuvre. Consequently, choosing a fuvour- 
able moment. I turned sharply to the right and 
stormed towards the north-east, calculating 
that I would be able to turn northwards before 
I reached. the Corean coast. This manauvyre 
was not noticed in time, and as our speed had 
now increased to seventeen knots, it seemed 
highly probable that wo would succeed in our 
intention, but in Jess than five minutes tho 
Ruri left the line and hoisted the signal : 
‘ Steering gear not working.’ 

“ Laccordingly signalled to her to steer by 


means “of her engines and to keey on in our) 


course, Not receiving a reply to that signal, 
and seeing thatall the Japanese cruisers were 
goncentrating their tire on the Rurik, sll my 
subsequent manonvyes had the sole object of 
affording hex an opportunity of repairing hor: 
damaged steering goar, by drawing on myself 
the whole of the cuemy’s tire in order to cover 
the Rurth. : : 

“ At this moment we noticed two other xecond 
and third.class. cruisors coming up to join the 
enemy,’ The signal *I cannot steer” was thon 
hoisted ou the urik, Manuvring in front of 
her, I gave ler an opportunity of retizing in 
the direction of the Corean coast, then two 
miles distant. ; : 

“ About eight o'clock the signal toe inake for 

Viudivostock was ‘hoisted. This the -Rurdir 
repeated, and held on the desired ‘course, the 
wave raised by her how indicating that: she was 
steam ing at yreat speed. She followod in_the 
wake of the cruisers Rosatya aud Gromovot 
towards the north-west, fighting all. the ‘time 
with the enemy, who held a parallel course at a 
distance of 24 cable lengths from. us. Tho 
Raurtk was thon about four miles south-west: of 
us, : : 
“The fight had now lasted fully two hours’ 
‘We had sustained consideruble damage. On the 
cruiser Roeszya three funnels were holed aud 
three of her boilers were randered useless. Sho 
was thus unablo to keep up full steam. 

About half-past eight the Rurté beyan, to 
lag very much behind, and she again began 
to yaw from side to side. We saw that two 
sgecond-cluss craisers had effected a junction 
and wore engaging her. Thereafter she was 
quickly lost to sight. As Admiral Kumimura, 
however, was following us steadily with four 
armoured cruises, and was thus drawing away 
from the Rurtk, I continded the fight. on this 
course, luring the enemy further away to the 
north, in the hope that the. Rarik would beat: 
off her two opponents. and, in spite of. the 
dama.e sho hed sustained, would, be able to 
reach Vladivostock under her own steam. 

“ Shortly before ten o'clock the enemy, with- 
drawing to ubout forty cables’ distance. opened” 
the most deadly fire of the whole engagement, 
loading us to believe that he would afterwards
